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DETAILS i At Hew York, Hew York 

Confidential informant T-l, of unknown relie billty, 
who claims to have been the Director of a self-established 
"Intelligence unit" in Lurope from 1943 to 1951 advised in 
October and November, 1951 that a Soviet intelligence apparatus 
is currently operating in Oeneva, Switzerland, and Hamburg, 
Germany, end that the following persons, whom he olaims to be 
NKVD agents (Soviet Secret Police) ere members of that Soviet 
apparatus! 

ivanIsbaishvili - 

T-l stated that the headquarters of the inter- 
national Red Croce ere located in Geneva, Svitserland, The 
informant claims that the Soviet Union does not belong to the 
International Red Cross but thst the Republio of Georgia, Russia, 
does have a delegstion there. The Informant said that this 
Georgian Delegation at Geneva, Svitserland, is in charge of one 
IVAN SHAXSHVILi, cn NKVD agent. The informant olaims that this 
Osorgisn Delegation is fin cosed by ths Red Cross of the Soviot 
Union end that through the efforts of XVAf SHAIBHVIL1 the 
Georgian Delegation is being used as a front to send Soviet 
agents throughout the vorld, 

T-l stated that when the NKVD desires to send an 
NKVD civilian agent to a country outside of Europe, they send 
that individual to IVAN SHAiSbViLl in Geneva, Svitserland., who 
in turn obtaina an identifiootlon card for that individual from 
the International Red Croat, The informant said that after the 
Identification card is obtained from ths international Red Coras 
the NKVD agent is then able to obtain a passport and proceed 
to bis country of assignment. 

The informant atstod that NKVD agents which pass 
through Geneva, svitserland, and obtain identification cards 
from the International Red cross aro primarily engaged in obtain- 
ing military information for the soviet Union throughout tbo 
world. 
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The informant advised that he hod never seen IVAN 
SHAISHV1LI and therefore vce unable to furnish en y further infor- 
mation eoneevnlng SHAISHVLLI. The informant further advised 
that IVAK 8HA1SHV1H is the Soviet principal of one MIXHALL 
KADIJ, who aleo - according to the inf ament - 1 b on HKVD agents

verted for one E. LHoejlchAUPT, • member of the German Gestapo 
\ In Germany* She inf omant stated that ho had heard that 

KADIJ, at the time he vaa working for the Semen Gestapo, was 
in reality working ea an agent for the soviets* 



T-l stated that KIKHA EL KADIJ 1 b the Soviet 
superior of one MICHAEL ALSKISATJA and E» HGELCHADPT. The 
inf omant stated that E. . WOELCHADPT la currently residing in 
Geneva, Svitserlend, end that M1KHAEL ALSHIBAOA is currently 
residing in Kunioh, Germany*

T-l advised that fc. •HGri.CIlAUi'T resides in- 
Geneva* Switzerland, and is the director of Soviot intelligence 
activities in Xunioh and Hamburg, Germany, The informant said 
that during World Var II 1, i’HOViCHAl'PT worked for the Oerman 
Gestapo in Oemany and that a MIKHAhL f.ADIJ also worked for the 
German Gestapo during that period under E. '^GiLCHAUPT, 

T!.e informant stated that soviet agents working 
direotly for 1. .IM'.LCHAtiPT ere not sent to him by the MKVD 
but that EHC.-J.CKAUPT selects his own personnel whose background 
and reliability are subsequently checked by the HKVD. The 
informant advised that he has not seen K. kD-hLCnAt'PT and was 
unable to furnish any^ Bfi roiR f atlon on * MO'ICIAUPT*

T-l further advised thtafc FICHAFL AlSHlOAtTA in 1944 
was working for MIKHAIL KADIJ when KAD1J was working for the 
Goman Gestapo in Germany. The informant said that he had hoard 
MICHAEL &AD1J at the time he was working for the Oerman Oestepo 
during World War £1 In reality was working as en agent for the 
Soviets. The informant said MICHAJJL ALSI’.IDAQA is currently 
reeiding in Munich, Germany* and ie on the payroll of the 
United States Amy Counter*- intelligence Corps as on underoover 
agent* 

Xho informant said that in reality HIOBAEL AL3HIBAUA 
is a Soviet agent and that his Soviet principal ie MICHAEL 
KADIJ in Geneve* SWltserland, The informant said that the 
Counter- intelligence Corps has net up KIOHAJX AL3HIBAUA with 
a cover company known as the "Auto Transfer Ctrapany" in Munich* 
Germany* and that ALSiilBAUA ie currently on the payroll of the 
Counter-Intelligence Corps as a source of Information. 

The informant said that .Iif.'MiX ALSHIDAUA haa a 
brother-in-law w /10 la a dootor and who arrived in the United States 
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about on* /cap ego. The In om at bello vest that MICRAhX 
ALSniBAUA ' 1 brother- in- lav ' e name Is \ riAOALASCBIVlLl. 

T-l further advised that ”iCHA L ALSHIBATJA, together 
with about 30 other persona were aeouaed and brought to trial 
at Berlin, Germany, in 1945 for eollaboratlon with the Gorman 
Oeotapr during World War ii. The infomont claima that JUCR ALL 
ALSHIBAUA and the other persons who were brought to trial were 
defended by an attorney nanod :llkhil\MJRAEI , ]» who, according 
to the informant, la a Soviet agent mo now resides in Bern, 
Switserlaad. f 

Mrs* SiMOfJ LJU.sTOFP, Engineer, Quinn Engineering 
Company, $0 Wattn Street, Bow York City, President of the 
Cauenaien Society, 'Alleverdy, lne«. New York: City and member 
of tha Georgian Association in the United States advised on 
Kay 7* 1951, that one MICHALL ALSHIBAYA was a member of the 
Georgian Asaosiation in Poland* ER1ST0PF said that to his 
knowledge MICHAFL ALSHIBAYA has newer been in the United States 
and that he had heard that ALSHIBAYA may have been 0 little 
too friendly to Germany during the Hitler Regime* 

\ ERISTOFP said that MICHAEL ALSHIBAYA has a son-in- 
law oncfe DAviD iCHKhATARASHViLl, residing in the United States 
end that CHRIL'U'A RASHV.lLI is known in the united States -as MWLD 
\CHAZARA* He said that DAVID CHATARA arrived in the United States 
otjout 6 or 7 months ago ea a Displaced Pa ean end that he la 
currently residing in row York City* eri^TOFF stated that DAVID 
CHATARA is a physician, having graduated from a medio el school 
in Russia about 1940*

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World War 11* Further, aeoordluf; to T«1 KICKAEJ, ALSHIBAUA 
has a brother*- In- lav who Is a doctor and who camo to the United 
States about one Tear ego. 

The files of the Hew York Office failed to reflect 
any derogatory information on DAVID C HA TARA end no further 
information on M1CHA.-L ALSHIBAUA other then that information 
set out above*
